PROVES COSTLY

in Roumania will be forced to fur­ 
nish oil for the German war m a­ 
chine. 
Roumania is in the middle. 
W arnings From Beth Sides 
Oh one hand, the allies’ envoys 
are said to have confronted Rou­ 
mania with the alternative of op­ 
posing Germany, or losing British- 
French trade. 
On the other, Germany Is said 
to have warned 
that 
she will be 
forced to take "other measures,” 
if she doesn’t get larger quantities 
of Roumanian oil.

underline 
this need. it is reported, Germany 
told Bucharest oil was a m atter of 
life or death for the reich.
